The Contract tor 
the Granil Stand 


Awarded to Alex. Pecor. 


The contract for the construction of 


the grand stand at the new baseball park 
was given oat Tuesday night to Alex. 
Pecor, builder and contractor. The con- 
tract limits the date to April 10, for com- 
pletion, but Mr. Pecor promises to push 
the work as rapidly as possible. 


The grand stand is to be 60 feet long and 


25 feet wide, and ia to be built of tho very 
best timber and in the latest and most ap- 
proved style of architecture. The stand 
is to face the diamond and be directly 
back of the catcher, so that it will act as a 
back stop and enable the spectators to get 
a good view of the pitcher's curves. From 
the ground to tho lowest seat will be a 
distance of four feetj and the stand will bo 
boarded up to a distance or seven feet 
from the ground, above which will be a 
wire netting extending to tbe top of the 
amphitheatre, which will keep foul balls 
from doing any damage to the spectators.
